REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


There seems to be a general feeling of interest in the 
music work of the Antrim schools. 

One feature of the training this year throughout all the 
grades is dictation work; that is, ear training, or the recog- 
nition of tone and rhythm when played or sung. This is 
expressed by the pupils, both orally and by written work. 
In this way is cultivated the power to think tone and sense 
rhythm, without which music reading is valueless. 

In the first grade nearly half of the year is devoted to 
oral work alone. At the present time the children are be- 
ginning to read simple groups of tones from the black- 
board. During the year from fifteen to twenty rote songs 
are taught, twelve of which have already been learned by 
this grade. ; 

From the second grade on, more work is done in music 
reading. The children in the fourth grade are now ready 
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for the introduction of two-part singing. Three-part work 
is done in the fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth grades. In 
these last four grades melody writing will form a part of 
the work during the last of the year. 

During a few weeks preceding Christmas time, chil- 
dren in all grades studied Christmas Carols from the New 
Carol books bought at that time. ‘These books contain 
about twenty of the most interesting and pleasing songs 
which every child should be familiar with and which tend 
to create the proper Christmas spirit. 

In the High School, new interest has been aroused by 
the use of new chorus books, purchased at the beginning 
of the year. Beside more difficult music, these books con- 
tain many college and familiar songs which students loye 
to sing. Not all the high school pupils sing, the reasons 
for which are in some cases, lack of previous training nec- 
essary to high school chorus work, and in others the unset- 
tled condition of voices. Still there are enough for a good 
chorus, 

At the first of December we formed a Girls Glee Club, 
with several officers, including president, secretary and 
treasurer, and general arrangement committee, the Super- 
visor acting as conductor. This Glee Club with the assist- 
ance of several girls from the Grammar school are prepar- 
ing an operetta “The Japanese Girl” by Charles Vincent, 
to be given in public sometime in March. This will prob- 
ably be the only public exhibition of school music during 
the year and it is hoped the students may be encouraged by 
the interest of the people of Antrim. 

The district schools are visited once in two weeks by 
the Supervisor and the pupils there are pursuing the same 
course of study as the graded schools. 

The careful work and interest of the teachers through- 
out the schools make me feel that good progress is being 
made.

The High School opened in September with an enroll- 
ment of sixty-three; with a few withdrawals, it is now sixty. 
The percentage of perfect attendance is much increased 
over that of last year; still far better attendance is possible. 

The progress of the school in scholarship is on the 
whole satisfactory. One thing, however, is a great hin- 
drance in covering work rapidly; it is the lack of a varied 
general knowledge gained by outside reading, Not half of 
one’s education, not even half that gained from books, can 
possibly be obtained in school. One’s general education is 
largely gained from books not studied as text-books. Par- 
ents can greatly help by strict supervision of their chil- 
dren’s reading, by seeing to it that the books read be in- 
structive and valtmble as well as merely amusing. Particu- 
larly should children be furnished with much reading in 
history. There are now published many histories for chil- 
dren, many of which are in the town library. 

In speaking of the library, the schools are greatly 
handicapped by not having the privilege of taking books 
on their own cards. Nearly all towns allow the schools to 
take a dozen or two reference books out for school use. 
Here if work is assigned to a class requiring the use of 
library books, the first child at the’ library gets the book 
and may keep it for two weeks, thereby excluding the rest 
of the class from its use; if the school could take the book, 
each child might have a chance to use it as he had time, re- 
turning it to the shelf when finished. The State publishes 
a list of books which (or their equivalents) must be in the 
school library, or in some other library available to the 
students. The school does not have these books, but the 
library has most of them. But, as explained, the books in 
the town library are only in the smallest degree available 
for the use of the schools. The fact that letting the books 
to the school has not always in the past been entirely satis- 
factory, does not, in my opinion, seem sufficient reason for 
depriving the scholars of the present of a much-needed

privilege. Such reference books as would be required by 
the scnools are seldom called for by others. [I sincerely 
hope that something may be done in regard to this matter-

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
Oh SOG IcS 


Members of the School Board: 


I respectfully submit the-following report concerning 
the schools of Antrim for the year ending February 15, 
1913. ; 

During the summer vacation, it became necessary to 
secure three teachers to fill vacancies caused by the resig- 
nations of Mr, O. E. Gibb, Miss Rocena L. Stockwell, and 
Miss Gertrude E. Clark. Mr. Arthur S. Howe of Groveton, 
N. H., was secured for the principalship of the high school; 
Miss Christine B. Locke of Amesbury, Mass., accepted the 
offer of an assistant’s position in the same school, and Miss 
Gertrude Van Dommele of Hillsborough became by election 
' the supervisor of music. 

Just before the holiday recess, Miss Catherine Reardy 
resigned her position as Supervisor of Manual Arts on ac- 
count of her health. Her successor, Miss Elsie M. S. Woll 
of Atlantic, Mass., has been on the ground only since the 
beginning of the present calendar year, and, therefore, has 
hardly had time to become acquainted with the needs of 
the situation. For the present, at least, she is carrying on 
the work along the lines begun by her predecessor, which 
include both drawing and construction work, In the high 
school, it seemed best to organize a voluntary class in sew- 
ing for the girls. Fifteen or twenty have taken advantage 
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of the opportunity to become acquainted with some of the 
phases of this useful art. ; 

The subject of penmanship is receiving more than usual 
attention this year and special efforts are being made to 
have the pupils acquire proper habits of position, and a 
correct movement of the arm when writing. 

The written spelling contests arranged between the 
grammar schools of Antrim, Hillsborough and Petersbor- 
ough, have caused much interest to be taken in this useful 
subject. Two contests have been held. There are to be 
two more before the end of the year in June. 

The law states that “one session during the week in 
which Memorial Day falls, or a portion thereof, shall be 
- devoted to exercises of a patriotic nature.” This has been 
observed from year to year. In addition to the usual pro- 
gram last May, there was prepared for the occasion an ex- 
hibition of work done by the pupils in the various schools, 
and_a special invitation was extended to those interested - 
in the schools to listen to the program prepared for the day 
and to inspect the work on exhrbition. A goodly number 
responded to the invitation. As might be expected, the 
drawings and the articles made under the direction of the 
Supervisor of Manual Arts attracted most attention, and 
drew forth numerous complimentary remarks concerning 
the quality of the work accomplished. 

The new schoolhouse at North Branch is a decided 
addition to the school plant of the town. Teacher and pupils 
appreciate the abundance of light, the slate blackboards 
and the excellent heating and ventilating system that pro- 
vides fresh, warm air, evenly distributed throughout the 
room. In order to complete the work already begun, single 
desks should be placed in the schoolroom, a closet for 
books and supplies should be built in the hallway, the 
erounds ought to be graded and a suitable shed should be 
built for housing the wood. The attendance at this school 
had been unusually large since September, During the fall 
term, thirty-two names were on the register, which is the 
largest number for years. 
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The questions of what shall be taught, how much shall 
be taught and how it shall be taught are ever present in the 
minds of educators. Probably no undisputed answer for 
these inquiries will ever be found. The changing demands 
of civilization will constantly call for readjustments in the 
schools. 

Not so many years ago, the principal function of the 
secondary schools was to prepare pupils for entrance to the 
colleges on the supposition that these persons would event- 
ually enter the learned professions. At the present time, it 
is becoming.more and more evident that the high school is 
the people’s college, and that it must prepare its pupils for 
more intelligent living along various paths. 

Hence we find that courses in commercial work, me- 
chanic arts, domestic arts, and agriculture are being intro- 
duced in the schools, and that they are being regarded with 
much favor by both pupils and patrons If one of these 
. subjects, perhaps agriculture, should became a part of a 
curriculum in the Antrim high school, I believe that it 
would meet a distinct need.

Additional for support of schools 2,600 00 
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In accordance with authority given to us at the annual 
meeting of the people of this Special School District one 
year ago, we have sold the property in districts number 3 
and 7. It seemed the fairest way for all concerned to call 
for sealed bids for the property in district number seven. 
This was done and the property disposed of. An account 
is given in another column. 

At the Branch, a quit claim deed was given of the real 
estate. This seemed to be the only legal writing to be made 
as no old deed could be found where the town had any 
claim to the property. The land for the new school build- 
ing and grounds was presented by three different’ parties 
and the three warrantee deeds have been recorded. When 
a little more grading is done on the land it will make a 
large, pleasant playground for the children. 

We hope that in the future parents will endeavor to 
have their children at school every day and thus increase 
the per cent. of attendance and thereby obtain more money 
from the state. This year we have received from the state 
treasury for average attendance $213 42. Next year it 
ought to be materially increased and with the cooperation 
of the parents it can easily tbe done. 

In conclusion we would urge all citizens to visit and 
familiarize themselves with the schools and especially the 
State Program of Studies which the State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction was authorized to prepare for the 
common schools.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


Antrim, N. H., Feb. 14, 1918. 


To the Trustees of the James A. Tuttle Library, 
Antrim, N. H.- 


The past year has been a most successful one in the history 
of the library, and closes under thle most satisfactory conditions, 

During the past twelve months the patronage has been fully 
up to the standard of previous years: the total circulation of 
books during the year being 8905, with a weekly output of more 
than 170 volumes. In addition to the books loaned, large num- 
bers of magazines and papers have been circulated each week 
throughout the town. In the fall a generous amount of papers 
and magazines that had been in the reading rooms for some 
time was collected and sent to the lumbermen of the northern 
part of the state through the local branch of the W. C. T. U. 

Through the kindness of friends in town and elsewhere, the 
tables of the reading room have been well supplied with in- 
structive and entertaining reading; among those who have do- 
nated books and: reading matter during the year are: Mrs. 
Nathan C. Jameson, Mrs. Florence H. Madden, Mr. and Mrs. 
G. H. Hammett, the W. C. T. U., Charles Robertson, Mrs. 
Lizzie Buckminister, Mrs. Melvin D. Poor, Mrs. Edwin T. 
Adams, Charles S. Abbott, Wilbert D. Farnham, Miss Etta 
Fulton, Mr. and Mrs. Alonzo A. Alford, Miss Addie Munhall, 
Bradbury J. Wilkinson, Mrs. P. M. Whelpley, Mrs. Joseph 
Heritage, Mrs. Eugene Woodward, H. W. Eldredge, Mrs. 
Charles R. Talbot of Brookline, Mass., and A. A. Swift of 
Paris, Me. At different times during the year, books have 
been received from Mr. Wyman K. Flint, an honorary member 
of the board of trustees, and a few weeks ago the library was 
presented, by Mr. Flint, with seven boxes of books on art, 
_ history and travel, making a most valuable addition to the 
reference department of the library. 

One of the principal gifts of the year was that of Mrs. 
Nathan C. Jameson, who presented the library with the sum of 
$500.00 for the formation of a fund to be known as the 
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“Nathan C. Jameson Fund,” in memory of her late husband, 
Hon. Nathan C. Jameson, who during his lifetime was much 
interested in the progress and welfare of the Tuttle library; 
- thle income cf this fund is to be used for the purchase of use- 
ful books for the library, exclusive of fiction. 


Last fall two valuable pictures handsomely framed, were 
received from Mrs. Sarah Fuller Bickford Hafey and Mr. 
Frank J. Bickford of Hillsborough: the pictures which now 
occupy prominent places in the reading room of the library, 
are an enlarged likeness of the late John Bickford, who was 
a noted teacher in this town and well known throughout New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts and who was drowned in the 
Charles River while a student at Harvard College. The cther 
picture is an enlarged photo of the Bickford home at Hills- 
borough in which former Governor D. H. Goodell of this 
town was born. Dec. 25, 1912, an additional gift of pictures 
was presented the Tuttle library by Mrs. Hafey and Mr. Bick- 
ford, whicn will be designated as the “Bickford collection.’ 


A picture of historic interest portraying the history of the 
American flag, was given by Mrs. Abbie Gove. Another wel- 
come gift was that of a mounted specimen of a bald eagle, pre- 
sented the library by Mr. Whiton Hills. 


A gift of much interest and one that is much appreciated 
is the handsome writing desk presented the library by Mr. 
Charles S. Abbott, who made the desk from timbers originally 
used in the brick Presbyterian church at Antrim Center; this 
gift which is made in mission style to match the rest of the 
library furniture, occupies a place in the south reading rcom, 
and is used much by the patrons of the library, 


One of the most welcome historic gifts of the year was the 
framed copy of the original call of the town to the Rev. John 
M. Whiton to become the town’s first settled minister; this 
valuable and interesting article connected so closely with the 
town’s early history, was the gift of a grandson of Rev. Mr. 
Whiton, and it now occupies a prominent position in the deliv- 
ery room of the library. 


In the coming year it will be necessary to have a large num- 
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ber of books of the library rebound before they can again be 
circulated. 

The reading rooms have been well patronized during the 
year by the young people of the town as well as the men em- 
ployed in the cutlery shops, and the reference department has 
been constantly in use by the members of the different clubs 
and societies in town. The year closes with the brightest of 
prospects for the coming year.
